Ze The name of Hines has been represented in the state since 
the early deys of the Colony, the first to be recorded was 
thht of Williem Hines, who was brought in by Captein Adem 
Thorowgood in 1629. The .wit Rent “oll of Nansemond County 
in 1704 liste several of the name, one of whom was unioubdted- 
ly the father of William Hines, who bought land on the 
4seamoosick Swamp, part of which was in Surry County and part 
in Isle of Wight. He took an active part in the affairs of 
the Nottoway Indians and one of the head mon of the tribe 
admired him so greatly, that he assumed his name, being the 
only English nems sissned hts the many Indian deeds on reoord 
in the clerk's offices in Isle of ‘ight an4 Surry Counties. 

He married Elizabeth Gross, the daughter of thomas Gross of 
Tele of Wight. His home was in that section of Surry County, 
which was cut off into Suesex, where he died in 1760, leaving 
& large estate ond being survived by the following children; 
Williem, John, Thomas, Hichard, Peter, David, Joshus, a dsugh-
